Mrs. Snead's 
husband disappeared last summer.

"There are but two ways for the 


middle west by water to the sea with- 
in the borders of our own land. One 
is by the Mississippi river to the Gulf 
of Mexico and the other by the Mo- 
hawk valley and the Hudson river to 
the Atlantic ocean. The Almighty has 
so piled up the mountains and our fore- 
fathers have so limited our lands that 
those In the middle west country have 
no ways on our own land for cheap 
water transportation to salt wnter, ex- 
cept these two. These two must be 
made great trunk line waterways to 
which all other waterways In the mid- 
dle west will be subsidiary. These wa- 
terways must be constructed by the 
nation and owned and controlled by 
her. That is the future destiny of the 
Erie canal, that it shall be a national 
highway to be owned and controlled 
by the nation. 


Nature Has Provided Course. 


Nature has provided a course for 


such a canal that would have a low 
summit level with few locks, and with 
plenty of water for a very big and a 
busy canal. 
The Michigan and Erie 


canal ought to be constructed as big 
as may be needed, for very many years 
to come for a sum not exceeding $60,- 
000,000. When one compares the work 
of constructing it with that for the en- 
largement of the Erie canal, the dif- 
ference In rock and soil encountered, 
the difference in elevation; the differ- 
ence in length, even a novice in en- 
gineering ought to conclude that it 
would not cost half the sura necessary 
to be expended in the enlargement of 
the Erie canal. 
The Erie canal is 


nearly one-third longer, the ejevation 
is three times as high, it requires more 
than double the number of locks, while 
the character of the soil and the rock, 
to be handled on the Erie canal make 
the cost ot excavation fully twice as 
great as it will be on the canal from 
Toledo to Chicago. 


"One fact is sure, that if the United 


States does not provide water trans- 
portation between the east and west by, 
a .large and sufficient 
channe), our 


neighbor to the north will do this. 
Canada is showing great enterprise 
•and foresight in preparing plenty and 
cheap means of transportation. 
Shs 


has spent a hundred and forty millions 
of dollars In building and aiding to 
build government railways. 
She has 


spent hundreds of millions on water- 
ways, and is planning to spend hun- 
dreds of millions more on.waterways. 
Canada operates her railways and her 
waterways hot for revenue for the gov- 
ernment, but as a means of cheap 
transportation for commerce. She not 
only is preparing to care Jor her- own 
commerce, but is laying plans to do a 
very large part ot the export and im- 
port business of the United States. 


"The United States has it in her 


power to meet this threat ot Canada, for war." 
to take to herself a great part of the 
commerce of this nation. 
This can 


only be done by improving our water- 
ways. 
The first grea.t step in this 


direction*, must be the building of a big 
trunk line waterway connecting 
the 


Atlantic ocean to the middle western 
country, this to be followed by the 
improvement 
of - every 
navigable 


stream and the building 
of every 


available canal. With the same fore- 
sight that Canada is using, and the 
same care. for the commerce of our 
nation this can be done. 


Benefits Not- Local. 


"It has been said by citizens of the 


state of New York that as New York 
has built and enlarged the Erie canal 
that Ohio. Indiana and Illinois ought 
to build the Michigan and Erie canal. 
This is impossible. The Michigan and 
Erie canal crosses but three counties 
In Ohio, seven in Indiana and one in 
Illinois. 
Only a small part of Ohio 


and Indiana Is directly effected by it. 
Illinois will be" a greater beneficiary 
of this waterway than either Ohio or 
Indiana, while only one county in that 
state Is touched by it. New York will 
get more- direct benefit from this canal 
than any other state in the 
union.
